The Crocus is the earliest spring flower and the most effective 
when planted under the sod. They should be strewn thickly over 
the lawn and planted just as they fall, merely lifting the sod 
with a knife or trowel, slipping the bulb under and pressing the 
sod back into place. They are entirely hardy, do not deteriorate, 
can be left undisturbed for years, and may be depended upon to 
begin peeping through the ground with the melting of the last 
winter snow. It is a good idea to plant Tulip and Hyacinth beds 
full of them, as they bloom and are out of the w^ay before the 
other bulbs flower. 

Do not plant t.hem too early in the fall or they will start grow- 
ing before winter, and this injures the flowers. The best effect is 
obtained by planting in masses or borders. Can also be used 
indoors if desired.

We prefer to plant Peonies during the month of September. At this time of the year the plant has put on its full growth, has 
formed the eyes which produce next year’s flower stalks, and lies perfectly dormant, so that when taken up and transplanted 
there is absolutely no danger of injuring the plant. When plan ted at this season of the year our good healthy Progress plants 
will produce bloom the following spring. 

Spring planting of Peonies is never satisfactory, because no matter how early they are transplanted they will have made 
some growth before the ground could have been worked, and this tender new growth will surely be injured to the permanent 
injury of the plant. 

Their Care After Planting 

In order to produce the very finest blooms from our Peonies, the soil should be rich in plant food. Use well rotted barnyard 
manure, but do not let it burn the roots by too close contact. Probably the best plan is to mulch the plant during the winter 
with the manure, then early in the spring give it a good hoein g, working in quite a lot of the manure into the loose soil, thus 
furnishing food for it for the summer. 

Be sure the soil is well drained. Poor drainage will cause an acid soil and Peonies will not thrive in that sort. Another thing, 
if planted in the lawn keep the sod cut away from the plant ; don’t let it crowd up and choke it. Peonies will reward you for 
fertilization and cultivation.

Summer Lilac or Butterfly Bush 

Both names are most suggestive. For from midsummer 
until fall the richly scented, lilac shaped, light bluish-pink 
flowers simply cover the entire plant. The sweet nectar 
it contains attracts the butterflies to it in 'great numbers. 
As many as 50 have been counted about one plant in a 
single afternoon. 

Single plants will often have 50 or more flower spikes 
the first year. The second year after planting it contin- 
ues blooming throughout the summer until frost nips it. 
The flowers are produced on long, graceful stems that 
terminate in tapering panicles of beautiful lilac-colored 
flowers of miniature size and borne by the hundreds on 
flower heads frequently 10 inches long. 

We have only been growing the BuddJeia a few years 
and during this short time it has gained a wide popularity 
among oui' customers. Wherever planted it wins the 
hearts of ’hose who live around it. One cannot pass it 
by without stopping to admire its .gorgeous flowers and 
to inhale its delightful perfume. 

While some class it as a shrub, it is really a herbaceous 
plant and requires a little protection during the winter 
months. All it will need is a few forkp of leaves or 
manure thrown about it and it will come through in fine 
shape. The best location is in good, rich, well-drained 
soil in a sunny situation. 

Plant a half dozen of them in your garden that you may 
have plenty for cut flowers ,to carry to the house and to 
give your neighbors and friends. Placed in vases they- 
will scent a house more sweetly than the Sandalwood of 
the Orient. Another half dozen should be planted some- 
where in the lawn where they may be enjoyed not only 
by yourself and family but by everybody that passes 
your home.

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DEAR CUSTOMER: 

So many Progress customers have written me that I thought this an opportunity to say a few words to 
each of them and tell them some of the things that have come to me through years of experience as a grower and 
shipper of Trees and Shrubs, Vines, Perennials, Evergreens and Bulbs. 

Each year I observe a greater number of people doing Pall planting successfully than ever before and find 
that this practice is borne out, approved and supported by all or some of these facts, reasons, experiences and ob- 
servations of past years : 

(1) The weather is more favorable and the soil is in better condition for planting than in the Spring. 

(2) The customer, if a farmer, can spare more time and give better attention to the careful and proper setting 
of Trees and Shrubs. 

(3) The Nursery supplying you can make delivery to you right when planting should be done and is never ob- 
structed by the usual continuous rains and wet soils in his fields that sometimes prevent and delay digging 
and shipping at the proper time in the Spring planting season. 

What I have learned about these plants through years of close association and how to handle them success- 
fully will be of interest to you and will explain a few of them in detail, so that you, too, may possess the secret of 
success. 

Fall Planting Bulbs 

Our Hyacinths, Tulips, Narcissus, Daffodils and Crocus are procured direct from the producers in Holland 
and are the largest sizes and best varieties of bulbs obtainable, since the bigger the bidbs the larger and more 
perfect the flower coming from them. All these must be planted in the early fall, so as to throw out their roots 
and be all ready for the flowers to pop through the ground at the first breath of spring, in the same manner that a 
mushroom is born. Order these bulbs at once, so you can get them planted in September and early October, which 
will give them ample time to root before the Winter freeze comes. 

Peonies 

Turning to pages 6, 7 and 8, I find our catalog does not explain fully just why it is imperative that you 
should plant these magnificent flowers in the fall. I have made a very close study of this floral perfection, which 
is undoubtedly one of Nature’s finest gifts to maShkind. The Peony is awake and astir with the first spring robin, 
often peeping through the ground before last winter’s snows are entirely gone, and must not be disturbed in root 
or top at this time of the year. It has a big job before it, because by Decoration Day it must be and usually is 
ready to unfold its beauties. If planted at this time of year the task of taking root and putting out flov/er stalks 
is too great. Immediately after it has made its flower offerings in May and June it begins its underground prepara- 
tions for the next year’s bloom. By the first of August these preparations have all been made and then the Peony 
gets ready for its vacation, or dormant, period. The plant stops growing and the top begins to wilt and die, so 
that by the first of September it has become perfectly dormant. Then it can be planted not only with perfect safe- 
ty, but with the added assurance that it will develop for you some fine flowers the spring following. 

Order your Peonies right away for September planting. Our 47 varieties will give you every shape, hue and 
shade imaginable to select from. 

Old Fashioned Flowers. (Perennials) 

You must love the old fashioned flowers, such as used to grow in your grandmother’s garden. What smil- 
ing, happy faces they have, whether planted in open beds or among your shrubs, and they will greet you every day 
of the summer. To better serve you and the remainder of our thousands of customers, we have planted 40,000 
of them in small pots, using the very richest of soil, and they have made a wonderful growth, the pots all being 
full of roots. In preparing these plants for shipment to you we take plant, dirt and all out of the pot and wrap 
each plant separately in paper. This method keeps them growing while they are on their way to you, and when 
you receive them, simply put the pot ball into good mellow soil and they will never know they have been trans- 
planted. These plants can be handled with perfect safety through September and October, and should heavy 
frosts hold off, as usual, they will even give you some flowers yet this fall. 

Evergreens 

I want to remind you that Progress Evergreens are at first but small slips or twigs taken from the most 
shapely plants and reared through years of extreme care and scientific cultivation, to become the fine specimens 
we offer you. They are first started in clear, clean, washed sand, then transplanted to small pots of rich dirt, wiiere 
we can give them extra care, so they will throw out an abundance of healthy, strong roots. The next year we

grow them in outdoor beds and cultivate them continuously and entirely by hand. They are then transplaii jed to 
the open fields far enough apart to develop their native individuality. The many times Progress Evergreens are 
transplanted from the time we start them until matured accounts for the unusual success they give when plant- 
ed on your lawn. Some of the most successful plantings that have ever been made of Evergreens were done in 
September and October. These years of observation prompt me to recommend their being set in these months for 
the best results. Order your Evergreens right now and I will personally see that you get your plants at the 
proper time and that they are packed so as to arrive at your place in fine condition for planting. 

Shade Trees, Fruit Trees, Shrubs 

I must not close this letter without reminding you that all of these, with the single exception of Peaches, 
will transplant more safely and grow more readily when planted during the cool fall months of October and No- 
vember than if this work is done in the spring, especially such spring seasons and weather as we have had during 
the past five or six years. Just look back and you will remember that right in April, when trees and shrubs should 
be planted, we have had extremely wet weather, and that immediately afterward it turned dry, sometimes a 
scorching drought. It just rained day after day, and when your trees arrived your ground was water-soaked, and 
when you planted your trees it became hard, which did not give the roots any chance at all. If these trees had 
been set in the cool fall previous they would have been growing through this wet spring period and would be ready 
to withstand any dry spells that might come during the summer. I must strongly recommend your planting your 
Fruit Trees and Ornamental Trees and Shrubs this fall. Just give them a good mulch of well-rotted manure, or 
decayed leaves, and they will awake when the first April shower comes and make a certain and strong growth 
the first summer and be out of the way of danger, no matter how severe the drought might be. Fall planted fruit 
trees will reward you just a year earlier than those you would defer till next spring. My personal interest in your 
success with Progress-Quality-Things-that-Grow has prompted me to mark several items in the catalog, which I 
feel sure will be of special interest to you, because they succeed so admirably in your section. 

I trust this letter will show my willingness to share the solution of your plant problems as they arise, and 
any time you have any difficulty upon which you would like my personal study and decision, be free to ask my help 
and address your letter to me in person, care of The Progress Nurseries, and it will receive my prompt and sincere 
consideration.
